Elsewhere Posner takes the word of every federal agent as gospel, 

I and then treats gospel as irrefutable evidence. He givss identical 

credence to the statements of people (Marina, Ruth Pains et al.) 
whose words cannot be corroborated. He withholds the fast that Gil- 
berto Alvarado was an agent of Nicaraguan Intelligence and he does 
not mention that Kostikov and Nechiporenko have financial motives 
(now that they have their books on the market) for claiming that 
they met Oswald in Mexico City. I see here a deference to intel- 
ligence agents no matter who they serve. Posner states shat the 
Soviet Embassy interview took place in an unsecured room, which 
can only mean a room that was bugged by the CIA, and than he does 
his best to doubletalk the reader into believing that Oswald's 
voice was recorded without, however, offering anything out rumor

and/or hearsay, in substantiation. 

I doubt that you will believe this, but I once met a mao as dis- 
honest as Posner. His name is Jonathan Kwitny. He is she author 
of several books, and on the anniversary of the assassination, in 
1988, he hosted a television show on the matter. At the outset of 
the show he announced that he had come across irrefutab Le evidence 
that Oswald had shot Kennedy. However, he failed to elaborate on 
the assertion.

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"Well, ah-hah-hah-hah-hah-hah-hah, who dooyuh want to include next 
in the conspiracy, the postman?-ah-hah-hah-hah-hah-hah-ha! I said 
that it wouldn't matter how many conspirators there were as long 
as they knew ahead of time that those who would gather and inter- 
pret the evidence were on their side. This produced silence, so 
then I asked why, in light of the fact that both the W.C. and HSCA
